By the wiſe, and vigorous meaſures of Colonel D'OvIEV, 


the firſt Govertion of Jamaica, (a cavalier, who Had greatly diſtinguiſhed him- 
Telf by his courage, and conduct, in the civil Wars) the power of theſe rebellious 
Negroes was ſoon' ſo broken; as to be thought by 'many ah object of ſmall, or 


no concern. D'OyLzy, indeed, proteſted A ine this concluſion, and urged 


the neceſſity of improving the paſt ſucceſſes of the Engliſb into a compleat, 


and diſciſive, ſubjugation of the revolters: but he was over- ruled. The 
conſequence of this improvident conduct was, that the ſmall remnant of theſe 


revolted flaves, being gradually joined by others from the plantations below, 


ſoon made the mountains again terrible to the planters; whom they harraſſed 
with continual, and frequently formidable, attacks for nearly a whole century. 
At length, in or about the year 1740, a peace was concluded with them by 


the Hon. Epwakp 'TrxELAWNEY, 'then « overnor / of the Iſland: by the terms 


of which they were declared free.

begin in the north ; but within the compaſs of a very few hours, they traverſe 
the whole round of the Heavens, and blow from every point of the compaſs.
